Hence the fact that girls 
come earlier to maturity than boys. Hence, too, 
the chief contrastsin bodily form: the mascu- 
line figure being distinguished from the feminine 
by the greater relative sizes of the parts which 
carry ov external actions and entail physiological 
cost,—the limbs, and those thoracic viscera which 
their activity immediately taxes. And hence, 
too. the physiological truth, that, throughout 
their ‘lives, but especially during the 
child-bearing age, women exhale smaller quarti- 
ties of carbonic acid, relatively to their weights, 
than men do ; showing that the evolution of en- 
’ ergy is relatively less as well as absolutely leas. 
This rather earlier cessation of individual evolu- 
tion thus necessitated, showing itself in a rather 
smaller growth of the nervo-muscular system, 
so that both the limbs which act and the brain 
which makes them act are somewhat less, has 
two results on the mind. The mental manifes- 
tations have somewhat less of general power or 
massiveness; and beyond this there is a per-
